The canning industry would 
probably have arrived without Na- 
poleon, says Miss Edith Elliot, 
Consumer Section, Dominion Dept. 
of Agriculture, but it’s safe to say 
that he hurried it along. Origin- 
ator of the military dictum that 
‘an army marches on its stomach’, 
he offered 12,000 franes to any 
Frenchman who could discover a 
method of preserving food for his 
fighting men. A partial answer 
came in 1809 when Nicholas Ap- 
pert succeeding in preserving food 
by cooking and packing in glass 
bottles with tightly driven corks. 
These bottles were breakable and 
heavy, and to a large extent were 
unsuitable for the rough and tum. 
ble of the battlefield. 

Years later another Frenchman, 
Peter Durand, obtained a permit 
for making a tin-plated cannister 
for packing food products. But 
‘later, when one Thomas Kenneth 
applied for a patent for these tin 
cans in the United States, it was 
not granted, as the authorities 
considered it a joke. In 1860, how- 
ever, the manufacture by hand of 
tin cans began in the United 
States, In 1878 the first Canadian | 
canning factory was established at 
Grimsby, Ontario. 

Machine made cans were soon 
used, but the tops were soldered 
on. In 1910 soldering was dis- 
pensed with and the modern type 
of steel can adopted. These are 
made of steel with a coating of 
pure tin, Special enamel-lined tins 
are used where any discoloration 
of the contents might occur, or 
chemical action corrode the inner 
surface of the can. 

Today, can and contents, must 
live up to the exacting specifica- 
tions laid down by Government to 
protect the health, and also the 
| pocket of the consumer.
